— Our con- 
temporary of tho Free Press complains 
that in proposing to take tho two mem- 
bers from Kootenay and apportion them 
to Cassiar and Nov Westminster wo make 
no provision for an increase in Nanaimo's 
representation. On reflection it will ho 
obvious to tho F. P. that it would not an-

PUBLIC accounts. 

Mr. Wilson said tho Public Accounts 
Committeo report would be presented to- 
morrow.

Hon. Mr. Walkom presented a . stato- 
ment of expenditure in connoction with 
tho Lands and Works Department up to 
tho end of Juno last.

By Mr. Walkom — A Bill to rogulato 
foes of Courts and practitioners therein; a 
Bill to amend Assessment Act, 1870; a 
Bill to amend tho Constitution Bill; a 
Bill to amend tho Mineral Amendment 
Act. 

By Mr. Mara — A Bill to amend tho 
Members Indemnity Act. 

QUESTIONS. 

Mr. Ash asked have tho DominionGov- 
ornmont replied to tho address of tho 
House of tho 25th February last, on tho 
subject of tho transmission of the Judge's 
notes with an application for tho remis- 
sion of a sontonco I 

Hon. Mr. Humphreys said a reply had 
been received and at Dr. Ash's request it 
was ordered to bo printed. 

Mr. McGUlivray asked tho Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works what was 
the reason for ordering Mr. Murchison, 
contractor, to stop work on the Coast 
Meridian Road contract in New West- 
minster District I And if it is the inten- 
tion of tho Government to ordor Mr. 
Murchison to complete Iub contract, or to 
indemnify him for what work ho has al- 
ready done '! 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said tho Coast Me- 
ridian road contract was stopped on ac- 
count of tho sum of money appropriated 
for Now Westminster district having boon 
oxceodod. The work was also a now ono 
and was theroforo undertaken in direct 
violation of tho agroemont entered into 
between tho Government and the House 
in April last. 

COMMITTEE OF SUPPLY. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven moved that the 
House go into Committeo of Supply. 

Mr. Speaker called upon Mr. Mara to 
occupy the position of Chairman of tho 
Committee. 

Mr. Mara said that ho had occupied the 
position for somo years and he would dc- 
clino to do so any longer. Ho would sug- 
gest that tho Chair bo taken by the hon. 
member for Kootenay — Mr. Galbraith. 

Mr. Smitho said ho did not think it fair 
that his hon. friend from Yalo should bo 
asked to take the chair after having filled 
it for a number of years to the entire sa- 
tisfaction of both sides of tho House. Ho 
fully coincided with that gontloman that 
the hon. mombcr for Kootenay would 
make a very fitting Chairman. Ho would 
therefore raovo that Mr. Galbraith be ap- 
pointed to the Chair. 

Hon. Mr.' Walkom regretted that tho 
valuable services of Mr. Mara wero to bo 
lost. Ho would second tho motion that 
tho hon. member for Kootenay take tho 
Chair. 

Tho motion was put and carried and 
Mr. Galbraith then took tho Chr.ir and it 
was resolved that a supply bo granted to 
Her Majesty. 

Tho Committeo then roso and Mr. Bea- 
ven then placed before tho House tho 
Estimates for the six months ending De- 
cember 31st, 1878. Ordered to bo taken 
into consideration to-morrow. 

A DECISION. 

Mr. Spoaker hero read a vory long do- 
cision ruling out of order a tax of $50 per 
annum imposed on physicians, surgeons 
and land surveyors. 

Mr. Wilson suggested that tho decision 
bo printed in several volumes and placed 
beforo hon. .members with an edition of 
May. Ho would ask which way Mr. 
Speaker had decided I (Laughter.) 

Mr. Drummond — As introducer of the 
Bill I should like to know why you rule 
the amendment out of order ? It is very 
difficult to follow you. 

Mr. Smithe— I gather fromMr. Speaker's 
decision that ho rules tho position taken 
by the hon. member for Comox untena- 
ble. 

Mr. Speaker — I ruled that tho amend- 
ments of tho hon. member for Victoria 
wore out of. ordor and consequently that 
tho member for Comox was right. 

Mr. Smithe — It is most difficult to as- 
certain what you really do rule. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom said tho Govern- 
ment had been no party to tho amend- 
ments. (Oh! oh!) Tho decision given was 
a most important ono and ho regretted 
that some members attempted to make a 
burlesque of it. The Leader of tho Op- 
position at one time had opposed the 
amendments and at another had spoken 
in support of them. (Mr. Smitho-*-No.) 
He (Mr. W.) however was opposed to tho 
practice of permitting a private member 
to introduce an amendment imposing a 
tax. 

Mr. Drummond said that if Mr. Speak- 
er ruled him out of ordor it would only 
nocesaitate his bringing down a new bill. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven moved that the Bill 
be re-committed and that tho clause in- 
serted by the hon. member for Victoria 
City be struck Out and that the following 
bo inserted: — 

"The Lieutenant-Governor in Council, 
by letters patent under the public seal of 
the Province, and upon tho petition of a 
majority of tho male inhabitants being re- 
spectively of tho full age of twonty-one 
years, and resident in any locality of an 
area (if on tho Mainland, but not othor- 
wiso) not greater than ten miles square, 
in which locality there shall bo not less 
than thirty male residents as aforesaid, 
shall incorporate such locality as a muni- 
cipality." 

Mr. Ash said tho new clause could not 
bo introduced without tho usual notice. 
Ho asked that the bill bo therefore laid 
over. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven movod that tho words 
"physician, surgeon and land survoyor" 
bo struck out. 

Mr. Drummond objected (laughter). 
He said, I fail to sec why a doctor 
should escape taxation when a barrister 
has to pay a tax of §25 every six months. 
Tho proposition is preposterous. The 
man who should bo exempted from taxa- 
tion was tho apothecary who put up the 
medicine, and in nine cases out of ten did 
not get ono cent for it. The doctor made 
a great to-do about his being called out at 
tho dead hour of night; but what did ho 
do ! Did ho keep tho poor alive ? Did he 
provide them with meat, with boots, with 
clothes, or with stoves? No, sir! Ho 
walks off with his hat on his head, his 



bod}' in his garments and his feet in his 
boots, and he has his stock-in-trado with 
him. He has no perisliable goods. Walk 
into his oftice and what will you seo ? A 
pair of forceps; simply this and nothing 
moro. He has no taxable, no perishable 
property. Then why should ho bo exempt- 
ed whilst wo have to pay a tax on our 
goods ) The apothecary gives away liis 
medicine; he is taxed and pays 17» por 
cent, on his goods. Ha (Mr. D.) didn't 
boliovo in exempting tho doctors. They 
■never would havo been oxempted had it 
not boon that tho House in years gone by 
was composed of a lot of lawyers and doc- 
tors who got out of taxation altogether by 
their own vote. Ho regretted that his 
colleaguo (Mr. Beaven) desired to lot the 
doctors and land survoyors off. If the 
clause wore struck out it would only ne- 
cessitate tho introduction of another bill. 

After further debate tho words in tho 
clauso wero struck out, and a discussion 
then arose as to tho interpretation of the 
word "inhabitant" in tho now clauso. 

Mr. Harris said great doubt alroady ox- 
istod as to who should bo permitted to 
vote in a municipality. A great deal of 
difficulty had arisen bocauso tho word 
"ratepayer" in tho Municipal Act was not 
explicitly defined. Ho thought if tho 
Government could put a plainer interpre- 
tation on tho word "inhabitant" it would 
bo much moro satisfactory. 

Mr. Smithe said that it was not right 
that tho actual ratepayers should bo plac- 
ed on tho same footing as irresponsible, 
so called inhabitants. Under tho clauso 
it would bo quite possible for a person 
boarding in the district for six days to 
become entitled to a vote, and as had boon 
asked by an hon. member, could not an 
Indian bo regarded as an inhabitant i 

Mr. Harris would suggest that the words 
of the old Act be adopted. 

Mr. E. Brown said tho bill would no 
doubt lift a great deal of responsibility 
from the shoulders of tho Government 
and representatives. Ho thought it de- 
sirable, however, that a small property 
qualification should be requisite to entitlo 
an inhabitant to a vote, as otherwise por- 
sons with no interest in a district at all 
could control the voto. 

Mr. Vernon did not seo why a mining 
license should entitlo nwpcrson to a voto 
when it was necessary for a leaseholder to 
havo a lease of at least two years' dura- 
tion to give him tho same privilege. 

On motion tho word "inhabitant" was 
struck out of the clause and the words 
" freeholder, householder, pro-omptor, 
leaseholder or free minor" were inserted. 

Mr. McGillivray said that ho thought 
it would facilitate tho operation of tho 
Act if the limit of a municipality woro 
fixed at not less than 100 square miles in- 
stead of 10 miles square. In certain 
mountainous portions of tho country it 
would bo impossible to ascertain what 
really was 10 miles square. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said the remarks of 
the hon. member for Westminster had 
convinced him that the words " may in- 
corporate " should bo substituted for tho 
words "shall incorporate." 

Mr. Vernon said tho discussion was 
another evidence of bringing down mea- 
sures in a slip-shod manner. 

Mr. Abrams said that last year thoy 
had endeavored at Matsqui to form them- 
selves into a municipality to consist of tho 
whole district under dyking. This thoy 
had not boon able to do on account of the 
Act now in force, as a municipality can 
only bo ton miles square. 

Mr. E. Brown suggested that tho Gov- 
ernment should withdraw this bill and 
lay it over till tho next meeting of tho 
House when the Municipalities Bill will 
'be brought down. 

Mr. Vernon thought tho better plan 
would be to withdraw tho measure till 
next session when tho Government can 
bring down a m easuro which thoy will be 
unanimously in favor of instead of boing 
divided as at present. 

The amendments proposed wero then 
put and carried. 

Mr. Pimbury moved to insert a clauso 
to prevent any municipal council incur- 
ri ng any liability in excossof its curront 
revenue. 

Mr. Drummond said that there was a 
clauso in the Act to prevent this. 

Mr. Pimbury said that only referred to 
Victoria. 

The clauso was then insorted and tho 
Committeo roso and reported tho Bill 
complete with amendments. 

LEGAL PROFESSIONS BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom, in moving tho sec- 
ond reading of this bill, said it was to 
amend tho present Act which ho consid- 
ered most illiberal. Tho Act-states that a 
barrister coming from the other side is 
liable to pass an examination beforo ho 
can practice in our courts and this might 
be most disadvantageous to him if the 
Law Society did not wish him to practice 
The country could not have two many 
lawyers. Tho Law Society had examined 
tho proposed measure and had put in his 
hands certain amendments. In Ontario [ 
they will admit barristers and attornoys \ 
coming from abroad on the same condi- 
tions as their barristers and attorneys are 
admitted in their country. Tho Act now 
proposed had been submitted to him by 
two members of tho Law Society for in- 
troduction and was really a suplimentary 
act to the Judjjps' Act passed a few days 
since. 

Mr. Ash said he considered this a very 
necessary bill; but he would propose to 
insert another clause when tho Bill was in 
Committee. The Bill which now regu- 
lates the Law Society here was passed two 
years and a-half since. It conferred groat 
privileges on tho society and was passed 
through the House in one afternoon when 
it was taken read. 

Mr. Smithe said ho understood tho ob- 
ject of tho Law Society was to throw no 
obstacle in tho way of the Administration 
of Justice Bill just passed taking effect, 
and also to oblige persons who came hero 
to practice to be governed by tho samo 
rules as young men who are studying law 
in this Province. Ho did not thing it 
right that persons coming from another 
Provinco^should have an advantage over 
young men who had boon educated and 
articled to the profession here. The am- 
endment proposed relating to 10 years 
practice ho thought very goood indeed 
and hoped that it would bo adopted in 
committee on the bill. Ho would not op- 
pose the second reading of the bill. 

Tho bill was then read a second timo 
and committed, with Mr. Saul in tho 
chair, 

Mr. Smithe askod tho Attorney-General 
to allow tho committee to hear the amend- 
ment proposed by the Law Society. Ho 
said it must be remembered that this 
amendment, if adopted, would not havo 
the effect of preventing a barrister or at- 
torney of another Province gaining ad- 
mittance to tho bar hero unless he had 
had 10 years practice. It would not alter 
the law as it now stood, but it would pre- 
vent the Dominion Government appoint- 
ing a hanger-on who had not tho necessary 
experience and qualification to tho posi- 
tion of Judge in this Province. If an 
attorney wero to go from this Province, 
or even from England, to Ontario, no 
matter how well qualified ho was or how 
much practice he had had, he would have 
to serve in an attorney's office thoro for 



12 months before he would bo permitted 
to practice in the courts. He did not seo 
that we ought to throw our courts open to 
Ontario attorneys ao long as Ontario clos- 
od thoir's to ours. Ho did not believe in 
freo trade in law, and thought it right that 
wo should conservo tho proper administra- 
tion of justice in the Provinco as far as wo 
had power. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said ho was entirely 
opposed to the amendment proposed by 
tho Law Society. He recollected what he 
had to pass through 10 years ago when it 
was a matter of bread-and-butter for him, 
and ho would not bo so' illiberal as to re- 
fuso bread and butter to gentlemen who 
might wish to como and settle hero. The 
amendments which tho Law Society had 
given him wero most illiberal and con- 
tracted and woro they put in tho Bill 
would make it tho laughing-stock of tho 
whole country. Ho would ask whother 
it would bo better to raiso tho profession 
or lower it and contended that it would 
bo raised by admitting now blood into tho 
country rather than by raising the boys 
who swoop your offices and aro ignorant 
of tho English languago to practico as 
barristers because thoy woro home-bred. 
He hoped that the amendment to insert 
" Of ten years' standing," proposed by 
tho Society, would not be passed; but 
that Ontario lawyers migl: t bo admitted to 
this bar as their bench would admit Brit- 
ish Columbians to practico. 

Mr. Smitho said ho had listoned with 
somo interest to tho remarks of the Attor- 
noy-Genoral and could quite understand 
tho feeling tho rocolloction of his own 
wrongs of former days had called up. Ho 
had sympathised with him at that timo, 
but ho apprehended tho law was not now 
tho samo as it was then. Tho same perse- 
cution, if ho might call it so, could not bo 
indicted upon any ono coining hero, under 
similar' circumstances. Ho regretted that 
tho House had to deal with these logal 
mattor without legal aid other than tho 
Attorney-Gonoral, which might bo somo- 
what ono-sided. Ho wonld not furthor 
pross tho amendment as the Leador of 
the Government opposed it so strongly. 

Tho clauso then passed. 

Mr. Ash moved that tho following bo 
insertod as clauso 2 : 

Every person being a subject of the 
British Crown of full ago, good conduct 
and repute, who has been a bona fide resi- 
dent in tho Provinco of British Columbia 
for 12 months previous to his application, 
on sbowing to tho satisfaction of tho 
Bonchers of tho Society that he has acted 
as clork for a period of 10 years to a soli- 
citor, attorney, or writer to tho signet of 
any of her Majesty's suporior courts of 
law in England, Scotland or Ireland, or 
in tho Dominion of Canada, shall bo en- 
titled to be admitted to practice as an at- 
torney and solicitor in tho Supremo Court 
of British Columbia on passing such ex- 
amination as may bo prescribed for arti- 
cled clerks who shall havo servod within 
tho Province. 

This ho said was oxactly tho Bamo as 
tho practico now in forco in England. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said ho was sorry to 
say that in his opinion this was nothing 
more than a private bill and was for tho 
benefit of ono man, and ho did not think 
it was a fair way of bringing it in; but bo- 
foro deciding on it ho would liko to seo 
the amendment and havo somo littlo time 
to consider it. 

Mr. Ash said the Attorncy.General 
could blow hot and cold better than any 
man he knew; ho first comes forward with 
tho most liberal views and the very next 
minuto attompts to throw obstaclos in tho 
way of admitting a stranger to the bar, 
ono of whom tho Attorney General knows 
nothing. Tho hon. gentleman as a law- 
yer should know that tho amendment was 
not tho law in England. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said ho was suppos- 
ed to know the law of the land and not 
so much tho law of England; ho neithor 
blew hot nor cold, but moroly attempted 
to improvo tho standing of tho barristers 
in this country. Tho amendment was 
nothing more than a private bill in dis- 
guise. Tho member for Comox was the 
last man who should talk of blowing hot 
and cold. How about tho tax on doctors 
which ho had one day allowed to pass and 
tho next raised a point of ordor about. 

Mr. Ash moved that the committeo 
rise, report and ask leave to sit again, 
when ho would bo ablo to show the House 
that the amendment was the law in Eng- 
land. Carried. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem then laid on tho 
table tho correspondence between himself 
and Mr. Robertson with rcferenco to the 
100,000 acros grant in aid of tho proposed 
dyking scheme on the Eraser river. 
House adjourned till 2 p. m. Tuesday.

EUROPE. 
London, August 19. — The Times in 
a leading article on the reports of Rus- 
sian outrages in Roumania says tho 
British government has a right to de- 
mand th&fc no needless obstacles be 
thrown in tho way of the settlement of 
tho Eastern question and no further 
outrages committed of a kind shocking 
to tho common conscience of Europe. 
It is Russia we must look to in tho 
first instance to put a stop to tho mis- 
chiof. The British government will 
speak with the voice of the country in 
any fresh remonstrances it may see fit 
to address to Russia on this pressing 
subject. 

Rome, August 19. — Tho Gorman 
Crown Prince, Frederick William, and 
Prince Bismarck sent the Pope con- 
gratulatory letters. 

London, August 19. — Cattam, Mor- 
ton k Co., West India merchants, have 
failed. Liabilities a million and a-half 
dollars. 

London, August 19. — A dispatch 
from Constantinople says that after the 
review on Saturday General Todleben 
was fired at by a young Greek without 
efl'ect, and the would-bo assassin was 
arrested. 

Belgrade, August 18. — Christians 
in Bosnia are flocking to arms in con- 
sequence of heavy tines imposed upon 
thom by tho Austrians. 

Vienna, August IS. — A telegram 
from the headquarters of General Pb.il- 
opovich at Foinitza Cupri August 16th 
announces that the Austrian army on 
that day advanced in threo columns 
against the insurgents who had fortified 
themselves in a strong position south- 
east of and near Buzovoca. The col- 
umn forming tho right wing took the 
insurgents in the flank and rear and 
captured the entire camp with a large 
number of wagons, ammunition and 
other property. 

London, August 18. — The Russian 
Commissioners have arrived at Batouin. 
The Lazis Are becoming moro resolute. 
They have established entrenched 
camps. Austria has strongly cautioned 
Servia against violation of her interna- 
tional obligations. 

A dispatch from Rome says : "Papal 
secretary of state has decided to drop 
for the present the negotiations for re- 
establishment of diplomatic relations 
between the Vatican and England." 

Berlin, August 18. — German Fed- 
eral Council passed socialist bill on first 
reading and referred it to committee. 
The Council apparently will pass tho 
bill unaltered. 

London, August 19. — A Vienna 
dispatcli says that negotiations between 
Austria and Turkey are on the verge 
of failure and a rupture is imminent 
The last propositions of the porte have 
been rejected. Caratheodori Pasha 
is awaiting, instructions as to whether 
he shall quit Vienna. 

A Vienna dispatch says at least four 
more divisions of Austrian army will 
go to Bosnia immediately. 

Berlin, August 18. — Hoedel when 
informed that liis execution was fixed 
upon became deadly pale. Ho wished 
to pload for pardon; but recovered com- 
posure when told this was useless. He 
then asked for wine for supper and 
drank to the Commune and the loader 
of social democracy. When the sen- 
tence was read on tho scaffold he spoke 
disdainfully and cried "Bravo I" He 
refused the ministrations of a chaplain, 
declaring them useless as it would take 
years to convert him. It required bnt 
a single stroke of tho ax to decapitate 
Hoedel. Tho remains were immediate- 
ly buried. 

Vienna, August 17. — Austria has 
decided upon immediate further mobil- 
ization of troops. It is feared the paci- 
fication of Bosnia will take six weeks 
or two months. 

London, August 17. — The Porte's 
underhand support of Bosnia lias caused 
a change of relations with Austria. 

Constantinople, August 1G. — The 
international regatta organized by Brit- 
ish fleet was sailed to-day and the first 
sailing prize was won by an American 
yacht. 

St. Petersburg, August 17. — As 
General Minentzow, chief of the Em- 
peror's private police, was leaving a 
shop at the corner of Place Michael ho 
was fired upon by two persons with 
revolvers and fell wounded. Tho as- 
sassins jumped into a droseky and drove 
off. They have not yet been arrested. 

London, August 16.— The Queen in 
her speech proroguing Parliament at- 
tributes the pacific solution of tho diffi- 
culties in tho East largely to the sup- 
port of Parliament and belie ves that 
the peace conchicled by the congress of 
Berlin will bo satisfactory and du- 
*ble. Tho independence of Turkey 
has been secured, the integrity of her 
territory guaranteed, and the reforms 
in her administration pledged by a 
defensive convention between Her 
Majesty and the Sultan in accordance 
with which Cyprus has been occupied 
by the British forces. The Queen 
praises tho spirit and alacrity of land 
and naval forces and refers with espec- 
ial qualification to the conduct of the 
Indian army and the loyal attitude of 
the Indian princes. The Queen de- 
clares that her relations with all foreign 
powers continue friendly.
